Thousands of disaster 
workers will be coming into the state from all over the country. People affected by Matthew 
should keep in mind: 

 Ask for proper identification of service providers. 
 Legitimate service providers will not ask for personal information such as the name of 

your bank, social security numbers or any other identifying information. 
 If you feel unsafe when individuals come upon your property, call 911 for local law 

enforcement assistance.
